better? That should be the guiding 
thought and until you are perfectly 
satisfied you have discovered such a 
place, stay where you are. It’s the 
people who Stick and don’t get “wet 
feet” who finally land on top, and it’s 
the “poor tool” who keeps moving 
around and finally gets nowhere. As 
far as living ’conditions and climatic 
perfections are concerned there is 
only one place we have heard of 
which would be satisfactory to some 
people, and that is Heaven.

DELUSIONS 


The great delusion of the present 
day is the idea that money can be 
created by legislation. In a late edi¬ 
torial, In The Saturday Evening Post, 
we find this old fallacy well exposed. 
“One of the oldest, most seductive, 
and fatal delusions which mankind has 
suffered from is the belief that pros¬ 
perity can be created by increasing the 
supply of money. But, alas, the gov¬ 
ernment can not create value, wealth, 
capital, credit, by a mere fiat. It is 
not superior to the recognized laws 
which govern the slow process of ac¬ 
cumulating savings. One of the great¬ 
est of our statesmen has said that the 
government did nj>t have a single dol¬ 
lar to give any one which it did not 
take from some one else—a statement 
which should be posted up in a con¬ 
spicuous place in every city, town and 
village in the land.” 

Now the value of money depends 
upon the fact that it is limited in 
quantity, People soon cease to value 
what is unlimited In quantity. The 
late war has demonstrated this beyond 
a peradventure. Paper money in 
Europe is plentiful, free as air and 
sunshine, and yet the masses of peo¬ 
ple are poor and hungry. The ex¬ 
change value of the mark and ruble 
tells the story. The truth is, we are 
fundamentally dependent upon the 
resources provided by the earth. These 
resources are to be developed by 
human skill and effort. Thus wealth 
is created. Prosperity is based on 
harmonious and contented human 
effort.

Oakland, California, a 
couple of Sundays ago a minister and 
his choir spent an hour on Sunday 
forenoon on the roof of a hotel, con¬ 
ducting a church service, which was 
transmitted by wireless telephone to 
thirty-two congregations and thou¬ 
sands of sitters in armchairs within a 
radius of three hundred miles. It is 
prophesied that within a few years 
similar braodcasting stations will be 
established in this country as well as 
in the United States, and ‘‘listening 
in” on the air—or to be more scien¬ 
tifically accurate, on the ether, which 
is a finer, if not more invisible, air— 
will become as much an everyday mat¬ 
ter as using the telephone is now. It 
is wonderful how soon we get accust¬ 
omed to wonders, and take them as 
matteds of course. 

Rochester Bulletin: Where two or 
three boys are gathered together there 
is the start of a ball game . It mat¬ 
ters not that an alley, a street, back¬ 
yard is all that is available. The rules 
are adjusted to suit the conditions. 
The American boy holds a master’s 
degree in accommodating himself to 
circumstances. Observation is con¬ 
vincing that there is as much fun to 
be had in playing an alley game Inter¬ 
rupted frequently by passing trucks 
and with improvised equipment as un¬ 
der conditions where there is more 
room and nothing to interfere with the 
progress of the game. If a mitt sal¬ 
vaged from a rubbish heap is not the 
prized poscssion of some boy some¬ 
thing else can be made the deficiency, 
for no self-respecting boy would try 
to play ball without giving at least an 
imitation of possessing a mit. And 
games of this character are fhoroly 
democratic. There is no snobbery, no 
race prejudice. Boys of a half-dozen 
shades of color may participate but 
all are Americans because they are 
devoted to the national game. One 
who observes the efforts of small 
boys in playing ball amid such re¬ 
stricted surroundings cannot repress 
a regret that better facilities for play 
are not afforded. Yet those who 
make the best of what they have are 
learning a valuable lesson, though 
they may not be aware of it. The 
small boy who is able to play in the 
confines of an alley and get a lot of 
fun out of it is embibing instruction 
In the philosophy of getting something 
out of life wherever life finds him. 
He should have a better place to play 
but a wider space might make less de¬ 
mand on his ingenuity. Thus there 
are lessons to be learned in cramped 
quarters for the boy who is alert. 
And the right kind of a boy who 
learns to make the best of an alley 
will be the kind who will make the 
most of his circumstances in later life 
and he is not likely to be satisfied with 
an alley when he gets old enough to 
work f6r himself in the more serious 
game of life.

Is of many things compounded. In it 
mingle not merely the reckless and ir¬ 
responsible impulses of youthful ani¬ 
malism, of life surging strong toward 
an unknown goal, but the voices of 
many generations of masculine ambi¬ 
tion and achievement The past calls 
to the present in his soul and makes 
him feel like a potential conqueror of 
the future. With him there are no 
new theories of life and government, 
in spite of the modern gospels of de¬ 
mocracy. The world ia his, and he 
feels that it is hts sex that has made 
it and must keep it going.

But the un¬ 
answerable evidence of his superiority 
is that most girls wish they were 
boys, while no boy, even a "sissy” 
boy, ever wished to be a ghrL 

Christian Guardian: A few days ago, 
President Lenlne met the All-Russian 
Communist Congress, and this is what 
he told them:—“Cease theorizing and 
dreaming, and get to work,” and then 
he added with a touch of grim 
humor, “You must be paragons of in¬ 
dustry.” So ends apparently the 
greatest communistic dream the world 
ever witnessed. Only four years ago, 
Lenine and Trotsky set out to found 
a new world state, which should be 
free'from all the vices of the old and 
outgrown national constitutions and 
which, should bring 1 into being a new 
world wherein should dwell pro¬ 
letarian righteousness, and from 
which all the' unspeakable horrors of 
bourgeoisie and capitalism should be 
banished. “Liberty, Equality, Fra¬ 
ternity,” the old motto of the French 
revolution, should become an incor¬ 
porate fact, and Russia, free from all 
shackles, glorious in her new-found 
life and light, should lead the world. 
Only four years! But what years? 
Again it was felt necessary to rule 
with a strong hand, for the old order 
died hard, and so the prison and the 
rifle and the bayonet did their deadly 
work. So far as we can see, Russia 
is largely rid of her bourgeoisie, her 
educated classes, her capitalists, and 
all the others who were supposed to 
stand In the way of Russia’s millen 
nium. These are gone, but the millen 
nium has not yet arrjved. Industry 
has withered; transportation has ut¬ 
terly failed; the economic life of the. 
country is paralyzed; and pestilence, 
famine, and death are abroad in the 
land. The one redeeming feature 
seems to be that the Church is again 
raising ,her head and asserting her 
power. Poor Russia, she aimed so 
high, and she has sunk so low! It is 
true Lenine has called for capital to 
help the nation out of its awful mud¬ 
dle, but it is much easier to pull down 
a nation’s credit than to rebuild it, 
and Russia will find the rebuilding all 
too slow for her need. We doubt if 
Lenine has yet lost faith in his dream 
of a world commune, but at present 
necessity rules, and so he urges his 
people “to quit theorizing and dream¬ 
ing, and get to work.”

This announcement was 
made by E. T. Love, secretary of the 
Alberta Dairymen’s Association, who 
said that the new high price was be¬ 
ing paid by all creameries in Alberta. 

Inauguration of government grad¬ 
ing fit cream has placed cream grad¬ 
ing on such a basis of certainty that 
the dairies and creameries now feel 
justified in fixing Immediately a pre¬ 
mium for high-grade cream, high 
enough to make a substantial induce¬ 
ment for farmers to produce the high¬ 
est grade. Hitherto, with the grad¬ 
ing of cream, a great uncertainty, 
this differential price between grades 
was kept so close as to offer little in¬ 
ducement. Now, another five cents 
has been added to this differential 
and the producer of cream finds him¬ 
self faced immediately as a result of 
the operation of the new system, with 


Sure, speedy death, not only for 
grasshoppers, but also for cutworms, 
more quickly and efficiently than the 
methods at present in vogue, Is prom- 
isd by the manufactures of the new 
poison bait for grasshoppers and cut¬ 
worms which is being put on the mar¬ 
ket by an enterprising firm.

Concave teeth at the bottom of hop¬ 
per insure the feed reaching the lower 
pocket, a foi;ge blower is connected to 
one end of pipe which blows the grass¬ 
hopper feed-through the bottom re- 
ceptable into distributing pipe which 
distributes the feed evenly over the 
ground to be covered.

The remains 
wpfe taken to Okotoks for interment. 

A chicken was born with four legs 
the • other day on the ranch of Sam 
Hamilton, eight miles west of Innis- 
fail, Alta. It hasn’t learned to mani¬ 
pulate its four legs yet, however. It 
is expected that it will have consider¬ 
able difficulty. Its hind legs are now 
folded snugly together. 

The grasshoppers are getting bey¬ 
ond the controll of the farmers in the 
Crowfoot district and they arc looking 
to Bassano people for assistance in 
the fight against the pest. The same 
will be the case in other districts un¬ 
less more enthusiasm is practically 
expressed. 

John F. Gallagher, returned veteran, 
who was sentenced to be hung for the 
murder of John Coward, at Carbon! 
last fall, was found “not guilty” by j 
the jurors in the second trial, and he 
was released as a free man. The ver¬ 
dict met with popular endorsement as 
displayed by the tumultous applause 
which greated the announcement. 

Special permits to teachers will ex 
pire in June. There are about 200 
permit teachers now at work in the 
province. These permits will not be 
renewed unless necessary to keep 
schools going. Indications are that 
the surplus of teachers in the prov¬ 
ince is rapidly being absorbed. 

Forest fires are surrounding the 
Rocky Mountain House district and 
one saw mill and about a dozen home¬ 
steaders aie burned out with hundreds 
of more threatened. These fires ac¬ 
count for the smoky atmosphere pre¬ 
vailing around High River for the 
past week or so when the winds have 
been from the north. Fires are also 
raging in British Columbia forests. 

That the Crow’s Nest Pass agree¬ 
ment should be .further suspended, 
that a specific list of rate reductions 
should be enacted by parliament and 
that the general structure of rates 
should be revised by the railway com¬ 
mission, were the recommendations 
made to the special house coremittee 
on railway costs Tusday morning by 
AK. E. Clark, representing the Cana¬ 
dian Lumbermen’s-association. 

The "pomp and circumstance” of the 
British law' courts will make no con¬ 
cessions to the woman barrister. She 
is directed to present herself in ‘‘ar. 
ordinary barrister’s wig” large enough 
“completely to cover and conceal the 
hair”; she must also don the barrist¬ 
er’s gown and under it wear a dress 
“plain, black or very -dark, high to 
the neck, with long sleeves, and not 
shorter than the gown, with high plain 
white collar and barrister’s bands.”

The Muskogee, Okla., Daily Phoenix 
prints .the following: 

When advertising 'stops the profits 
diminish. So it is set forth in a suit 
filed against the Daily Phoenix by 
K. L. Blakeney, proprietor of the Pick¬ 
wick Club Grocery. 

Blakeney charges that an advertise-' 
ment for his store, ordered printed on 1 
the morning of September 8, was not, 
published and claims he was damaged : 
to the extent of $1000 which sum he! 
seeks to recover. The “copy” for the 
advertisement was accidentaly lost in 
the Phoenix offices. 

Blakeney described the dependence 
of his business existence on advertis¬ 
ing in the following petition: 

Plaintiff (the Pickwick Club Gro¬ 
cery) states that he has and does de¬ 
pend very largely on advertising for 
business and that the defendant is 
aware thereof; that for about twelve 
weeks he has been running a special 
advertisement in newspaper ef the de- 1 
fendant once a week and as a result | 
thereof his business has netted him 
over and above his ordisary sales, the 
sum of $300; that on account of the 
failure and the refusal of the defen¬ 
dant (Phoenix) to insert the adver¬ 
tisement furnished by paper bearing 
the date of September 3, 1921, plain¬ 
tiff’s sales for the third day of Sep- 
tember 1921, were at $500 jess than i 
they would have been had said adver¬ 
tisement run as requested. 

That on the Saturday preceding said 
date and immediately following a pay 
day and on which a similar advertise¬ 
ment was run in said paper of the de¬ 
fendant, the sales made by this plain¬ 
tiff amounted to $650 and that while 
on Saturday, the third day of Septem¬ 
ber, 1921, the date on which the ad¬ 
vertisement w'as not run in the paper, 
although furnished and requested to 
be run by the plaintiff were in the 
sum.of $350, while on said date busi¬ 
ness-generally in Muskogee was much 
better than on the Saturday preceding 
or the Saturday following, due to j 
Labor Day being on Monday, Septem-! 
ber 5, 1U21, that on account of the l 
failure of said defendant to insert the 1 
advertisement so furnished by plain- j 
tiff and requeued to be advertised in ' 
paper, plaintiff was damaged in the | 
sum of $1000.
